A Columbus man was 
stabbed to death March 20 with 
a pocket knife during an argu- 
ment with his wife’s supervisor 
on the Ohio State University 
campus. Campus police would 
not comment on the motive in 
the slaying. 

Relatives of Antwan Pickens, 
20, said he had gone there to 
pick up his wife who works for 
Brown's Allied Cleaning Ser- 
vice, a contracting firm with 


_ OSU. 


Police would not release the 
name and address of the wife. 
OSU Campus Deputy Police 
Chief Gary Wilson said when 
Pickens arrived at the work site 
about 7:30 p.m. aconfrontation 
ensued between him and 
Charles L. Ayers, 45, his wife's 


Jesus.” 

Rev. Noble added: “He be- 
lieveth in the Lord, and its time 
of resurrection.is now.”

“Itis an absolute priority that 
we recommit ourselves to 
achieving greater minority par- 
ticipation in the Ohio State 
higher education experience,” 
explained Edward H. Jennings, 
president of Ohio State. 

instituting selectivity “is the 
only realistic alternative that 
will allow us to respond to the 
huge demand for admission to 
Ohio State within the limits of 
the enrollment ceiling -- and 
most importatly, to dosointhe 
context of our land-grant obli- 
gation to assure broad acces- 
sibility,” Jennings said. 

He pointed out that by law 
the Columbus campus is 
limited vaien 
aden eutaten “dbo 
with allowances for some 
categories, such as students in 
agriculture and certain profes- 
sional fields and part-time 
evening students. 

Jennings expressed his sup- 
port of both the enroliment 


‘ceiling and open admissions 


concepts. “But given that the 
number of high school gradu- 
ates who want to attend Ohio 
State’s Columbus campus 


substantially exceeds the 
number we can admit under 
thé ceiling, we are faced with 
clearly conflicting goals.” 

The number of applicants for 
the limited spaces for new 
freshman has required the uni- 
versity to move its admission 
deadline for the Columbus 
campus earlier each year. 
Freshman admissions for 
autumn 1986 was closed last 
Nove. 15. 

“This situation cannot con- 
tinue,” Jennings said. “Un- 
managed, our admissions pro- 
cess could soon require high 
school students to apply at the 
end of their junior year -- a 
totally unreasonable expecta- 
tion.” 

Jennings pointed out that 
the early deadline undermines 
affirmative action. 

“We are undoubtedly over- 


‘looking large numbers of 


minority students who are not 
identified in the early recruit- 
ment net. Uncounted numbers 
are simply foreclosed from 
applying to Ohio by the 
news that the open admissions 
period has ended.” 

A university committee cur- 
rently is developing the specif- 
ics of the selective admissions 
policy. Students are expected 
to be admitted based on a var- 
iety of proven predictors of 
academic success, including 
high school class rank, grades, 
curricular background as 
defined in the conditional 
admissions policy, and test

Schools, we have succeeded in 
lowering our overall drop-out 
rate to 2.1 percent, which is the

The president emphasized, 
however,.that these factors are 
not the only predictors of aca- 
demic success. “No one has 
yet found a way to measure 
motivation,” he said. . ; 

“Selective admissions must 
be flexible enough, and tied to 
our institutional missions and 
goals'closely enough, to 
ensure that we are enhancing 
true accessibility.” 

While university officials 
expect the new policy will 
increase the number of minor- 
ity freshmen, Ohio State also 
will step up its recruitment of 
minority graduates of two-year 
community and technical col- 
leges who have demonstrated 
a desire to pursue a four-year 
degree. 

Eimer Baumer, associate 
provost at Ohio State, cited a 
national trend in growing 
numbers of minorities attend- 
ing two-year colleges. 

Ohio State already is work- 
ing with Columbus Technical 
Institute and Cuyahoga Com- 
munity Collegé to identify 
minority students at those 
institutions who have the 
potential and desire to transfer 
to Ohio State upon completion 
of their two-year degree. 

“We have especially high. 
hopes for these efforts and 
expect to expand them in the 
future,” Baumer said.
